HEAPS OF DEAD 


German Suffered Enormous 


- Losses in Attempt to Hold 


Montdidier 


Fearful Spectacle of Ruin- 


Fields Strewn With Bodies 


and Masses of Debris 


WITH THE FRENCH 
ARMY IN 


FRANCE. Aug. 13.—(Havas)—A fear- 
ful 
spectacle of ruin is spread 
out 


along the great sweep of rolling pas- 
ture lands behind Boulogne, La Gasse 
and Rollot, southeast 
of Montdidier. 


There the enemy is continuing his des- 
perate resistance. 
Heaps of Germans 


dead lie on every side and the fields 
that were formerly green are now torn 
up and strewn with masses of debris. 


The enthusiasm of the French troops 


has carried them up to the railway 
line running between Compiegne and 
Roye. 
Their most advanced position 


is south of the Loges forest, where the 
enemy is vainly counter attacking. 


The. spirit of the French troops is 


superb. 
In the front line for several 


days they have undergone great hard- 
ships in their advance of 10 kilometres 
through fields swept by machine gun 
fire. 
The enemy's tactics are intended 


to delay the French until the main 
German forces can withdraw but great 
stocks of ammunition and war mater- 
ials of all kinds are being1 left as the 
Germans retire. 


A stirring incident occurred during 


the recent fighting. 
A general com- 


manding a French division, seeing a 
battalion hesitate to throw itself into 
a dangerous position under heavy ma- 
chine gun fire, directed his automobile 
into the center of this position and, 
standing up, shouted to his men: "See, 
the boches are gone." His men there- 
upon sprang forward and within the 
next three hours advanced seven kil- 
ometres.

10 Per Cent Levy on All 


Drinks Sold at Soda Foun- 


tains Proposed 


WASHINGTON. Aug. IS.—A 10 per 


cent, tax on all soft drinks 
sold by 


manufacturer, producer, bottler, or im- 
porter, and a tax of from one to two 
cents on soda fountain drinks, 
were 


written Into the SS.OOQ.000,000 revenue 
bill yesterday by the house ways and 
means committee. 


The proposal is to put a tax of two 


cents on each 10 cents paid for all soft 
drinks sold at soda fountains, and of 
one cent upon sales of seven cents or 
less. Near beer and similar fermented 
beverages would pay 10 cents a gallon. 
The committee expects to raise 
from 


this source nearly ?100,000,000. 


The committee took the proprietary 


medicines and patent medicines out of 
the manufacturers 10 percent tax and 
grouped 
them in a 10 percent stamp 


tax. 
The government expects by this 


change to increase the revenue con- 
siderably, although the tax rate is the 
same, 
because 
of the higher 
retail 


prices. 
The treasury department submitted 


comprehensive excess profits and 
al- 


ternative 
war 
profits tax schedules. 


It retains the present rates on excess 
profits carried in the present law and 
provides for the 80 percent maximum 
on the alternative war profits plan. 


It classifies different industries and 


technical details regulates the ex- 


emptions to be allowed. 


The new excess profits plan would 


vest broad latitude in the treasury de- 
partment in the administration of the 
law. It would change 
the 
definition 


of "capital invested," 
and, according 


to some 
members of the 
committee, 


would enable the treasury virtually to 
fix the 
rates within its 
discretion, 


though 
the fixed rates, apart 
from 


these qualifications, are the same 
an 


under the present law. 


The new plan also provides for 
the 


tax advisory board, which the commit- 
tee agreed upon several days ago, ex- 
cept that' the treasury proposes that 
the members of the board be appointed 
by the treasury 
department, instead 


of by the president, as the committee 
has proposed.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Anna Held, 


the actress, died here late yesterday 
after an illness of several months. 
She had been ill since April of a rare 
malady known as myeloma, a disin- 
tegration of the spinal marrow, and 
her condition 
was reported several 


times as critical* 


She 
rallied 
repeatedly, 
however, 


and until attacked by pneumonia a 
few weeks ago, was regarded as on 
the road to recovery. 
Her physicians 


said that only her remarkable will 
power had prevented her from suc- 
cumbing long ago. 


Anna Held achieved one of the most 


meteoric successes that the American 
stage has known. Born in Paris 45 
years ago, she was left an orphan in 
London at. the age o£ 12, unable to 


speak English and with no special 
training that might enable her to 
make her way in the world. 


Yet, by the time she was 24, she 


was the talk of America. 
Rising to 


be one 
of the 
leading music hall 
artists abroad, she was introduced 
to this country in 1S97 by Florenz 
Zeigfeld, whom she afterward 
mar- 


ried. 


She appeared Sept. 21 at the Herald 


Square theatre in a revival of "/ Par- 
lor Match." Fifteen minutes after she 
appeared upon the stage her success 
\vas assured. 
And it 
was based 


largely upon the rendition of a ditty 
she had sung with equal success in 
London: "Won't You Come and Play 
With lie?" One reviewer at the time 
wrote that this song "knocked them 
silly." 


Jliss Held's mother was Polish, her 


father Parisian. The name, however, 
is German. Her father died when she 
was 11. She and her mother went to 
London,

to locate relatives

In the front line for several 


days they have undergone greatr hard- 
ships in their advance of 10 kilometres 
through fields swept by machine gun 
fire. The enemy's tactics are intended 
to delay the French until the main 
German forces can withdraw but great 
stocks of ammunition and war mater- 
ials of all kinds are being left as the 
Germans retire. 


A stirring incident occurred during 


the recent fighting. A -general com- 
manding a, French division, seeing a 
battalion hesitate to throw itself into 
a, dangerous position under heavy ma- 
chine gun fire, directed his automobile 
into the center of this position and, 
standing up, shouted to his men; "See, 
the baches are gone." His men there- 
upon sprang forward and within the 
next three hours advanced seven kil- 
ometres.

Within Few Months 


To Replace Men Called Into 


Service—Will -Pay Women 
Same Wages as Men 


WASHINGTON, ' Aug. 13.—Thousands 


of women will be drawn into railroad 
employment 
within 
the 
next 
few 


months to take the place of men en- 
tering the army and going to other 
industries, according to plans now be- 


; formulated by the railroad 
ad- 


ministration. 
Women are to be em- 


ployed extensively as clerks in rail- 
way offices, as ticket sellers, station 
agents, crossing watchmen, car clean- 
ers and to some, extent as truck la- 
borers. 


A survey of different classifications 


of railway positions which might be 
filled by women will be undertaken 
;oon, possibly by a committee of wom- 
)n to be named by Director General 
MeAdoo. 
Consideration will be given 


to the questions of the health of wom- 
en and also to the element of safety 
in employing them for certain work. 
The general policy of railroads under 
government operation wiU be to pay 
women the same wages as men for the' 
same service. 
This course will not 


result in the dismissal of any men, since 
the demand for workers in nearly all 
fields of railway employment already 
exceeds the supply. In employing con- 
siderable numbers of w-omen. American 
railroads will be doing what English 
and French railways were compelled 
to do long ago. 


Training schools for ticket agents 


are being held in Washington and New 
York and another school has been au- 
thorized for Chicago. Women or high 
school education and good health be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 35 are given 
two months of instruction in simple 
accounting and railroad geography, and 
are paid $25 a month while learning.

10 Per Cent Levy on All 


Drinks Sold at Soda Foun- 


tains Proposed 


WASHINGTON, AuS- 
13.—A 10 per 


cent, tax on all soft 
drinks 
sold , by 


manufacturer, producer, bottler, or im- 
porter, and a tax of from one to two 
cents on soda fountain drinks, were 
written into the 55,000,000,000 revenue 
bill yesterday by the house ways and 
means committee. 


The proposal is to put a. tax of two 


jents on each 10 cents paid for all soft 
drinks sold at soda fountains, and of 
one cent upon sales ot seven cents or 
less 
Near beer and similar fermented 


beverages would pay 10 cents a gallon. 
The committeo expects to raise 
from 


this source nearly $100,000,000. 


The committee took the proprietary 


medicines and patent medicines out of 
the manufacturers 10 percent tax and 
-rouped 
them in a 10 percent stamp 


tax 
The government expects by this 


change to increase the revenue con- 
siderably, although the tax rate is the 
same, 
because 
of the higher 
retail 


PIThe treasury department submitted 
comprehensive excess profits and al- 
ternative war 
profits tax schedules. 


It retains the present rates on excess 
profits carried in the present law and 
provides for the SO- percent maximum 
on the alternative war profits plan.

met emergency needs, and was adopted 
because it-was already in operation, 
and working well. 


Early in the history of the war Camp 


Crane at Allentown achieved national 
-reputation 
through 
its 
personnal 


which was made up of groups recruited 
under the' auspices of almost 40 lead- 
ing universities and colleges of 
the 


country. 
There were sections from 


the University of Washington, Univer- 
sity of California and Leland Stanford, 
on the west; University of Maine and 
Harvard, on the east; University of 
Chicago and Hamline on the north, and 
the University of Texas in the south. 
There were college boys of all classes 
and descriptions; the leading athletes 
in their institutions side by side with 


tthe scholars. 


Camp Crane, named after one of the 


former surgeon generals of the United 
States army, was established at Allen- 
town in May. 1917. by Col. Elbert E. 
Persons, to meet the urgent needs of 
the French, then hard pressed at Ver- 


dun. 
It was an entirely new service 


lor the United States army. There were 
no forms or ' precedents, simply the 
general outline of the French service, 
as described by Marshal Joffre. 


One hundred sections were 
to 
be 


trained in the driving of ambulances, 
tarrying of litters and first aid to the 
wounded. 


Two score colleges were combed for 


the pick of men and more than 4500 
were soon on hand. 


Units of bacteriolgists were recruited 


from among the 
chemists 
in camp. 


Hospital units of various kinds came 
here for training or prior to departure 
abroad. 


Today the cnmp is strictly medical 


and men are in training for all branch- 
es in this service. There are labora- j 
tory units, whose work will

signed to prevent disease or combat it 
should new problems arise; field hos- 
pital units, evacuation hospital units 
and organizations to conduct base hos- 
pitals far behind the lines.

now are being- secured principally from 
the medical camps at Fort Oglethorpe.

them are draft troops although con- 
siderable members are still enlisting 
for this work, including former hos- 
pital internes, college men who have 
specialized in chemistry, and medical 
students from the universities.

CANNING KITCHEN 


Although there will probably not be 


many Lowell women who will fee! this 
summer that they can 
afford 
to 
go 


away for vacations, or that it is the 
patriotic thing to do, it is now possi- 


. ble, because of arrangements one can 
. make at the 
Community 
Canning 


Kitchen, Button street, to have one's 
'garden harvested and the vegetables 
and fruit skilfully canned and 'ready 
for the owner 10 take home when she 
returns. 


Many automobiles are to be seen ar- 


riving at the kitchens every morning 
this week. The driver carries 
large 


quantities of cans into the workroom 
and hastens back with whatever is to 
be canned. 
At the end of the day he 


conies to the kitchen again and finds 
the filled cans ready to be taken back 
home. 


The drying tunnel is a very interest- 


ing feature. Outside it resembles a 
very long, narrow box, about three feet 
from the floor. There are 300 feet of 
radiation, with a steam coil at one end 
and an exhaust fan at the other, which 
draws the heat through. 
After the 


vegetables have been blanched they are 
laid on the shelves of this tunnel, the 
electric switch is turned on, the 
fan 


starts and, as happened this morning, 
one of the largest cabbages obtainable 
was spread out and will probably re- 
main in this drying state for three 
hours or more. The temperature of the 
tunnel varies but is kept between 110 
and 160 degrees. Carrots, turnips and 


. summer squash all have to be experi- 


mented with. The trial proved success- 
ful, 
except for the squash, which was 


very moist, and it was almost impossi- 
ble to dry this. 


A big cauliflower sat on the table 


' and when The Sun reporter asked 
about it, Mrs. Graves said: "That comes 
from a little boy's garden. 
The chil- 


dren have been given lessons in econ- 
omy at the schools during- the past sea- 
son, and many of them have their own 
gardens." Surely if there are 
more 


specimens such as this we have reason 
to ,be proud of our boy gardeners in 
Lowell. 


There are eight quarts and as many 


pints of peaches, which have been pre- 
served and are ready to be taken home 
and though cut in halves, they are still 
large and perfectly formed and have a 
very tempting appearance. There are 
scarcely a,ny native peaches this year, 
owing to the fact that many trees wc-re 
killed during- the severe winter. 
At 


the kitchen the workers are now pre- 
serving the best of the Alberta stock 
and peaches are at their best now.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Anna Held, 


the actress, died here late yesterday 
after an illness of Several 
months. 


She had been ill since April of u rare 
malady known as myeloma, a disin- 
tegration of the spinal marrow, and 
her condition 
was reported several 


times as critical. 


She 
rallied 
repeatedly, 
however, 


and until attacked by pneumonia a 
few weeks ago, was regarded as on 
the road to recovery. Her physicians 
said that only her remarkable will 
power had prevented her from suc- 
cumbing long ago. 


Anna Held achieved one of the most 


meteoric successes that the American 
stage has known. 
Born in Paris 45 


years ago, she was left an orphan in 
London at the age of 12, unable to 


speak English and with no special 
training that might enable her to 
make her way in the world. 


Yet, by the time she -was 24, she 


was the talk of America. 
Rising to 


be one 
of the 
leading music hall 


artists abroad, she was introduced 
to this country in 1S97 by Florenz 
Zeigfeld, whom she afterward 
mar- 
ried. 


She appeared Sept. 21 at the Herald 


Sriuare theatre in a revival of "A Par- 
lor Match." Fifteen minutes after she 
appeared upon the stage her success 
was assured. 
And it 
was based 


largely upon the rendition of a ditty 
she had sung with equal success in 


"Won't You Come and Play 
London: 
With Me?" One reviewer at the time 
wrote that this song "knocked them 
silly." 


Miss Hold's mother was Polish, her 


father Parisian. The name, however, 
is German. Her father died when she 
was 11. She and her mother went to 
London, 
hoping 
to locate relatives 


there. 
They failed.

ter, Mrs. Held followed her husband

ing in a squalid room next to the

There- 
fore, your average German absorbed 
enough of the idea of being a con- 
queror to expect and hope that the 
Kaiber would win. But, it he were a 
thinking German, he knew that win. 
lose or draw, he was still licked. 


The allies and America must, by a 


\isible preponderance 
of 
power 
as 


manifested by the capture of prisoners 
and booty and the actual presence of 
allied troops in Berlin and on German 
territory, show the average 
German 


that his country, his government, his 
kaiser and his six sons, the German 
autocracy and its system, is licked. 
No consequential hardship to the Ger- 
man subject that he is licked. He has 
always been licked. 


The consolation 
comes 
that 
this 


kind of a licking and at the hands of 
this agency/ may be a more beneficial 
licking than he ever experienced be- 
fore.

Y.jNI.C.A. is aiming1 to cover everj- unit 
of troops. But its simple homely, un- 
adorned service seems to have touched 
the hearts of our men. 
The aim of 


the organization is, if possible, to put 
a worker and his wife in a canteen 
or a centre. 
The woman spends her 


time making doughnuts and pies and 
sews on buttons. 
The 
man makes 


himself generally uesful in any way 
in which his service can he applied. I 
saw such places in dugouts way \n\t 
at the front, where the German shells 
screamed over our heads with a sound 
not unlike a freight train crossing a 
Bridge. 
Down in their dugouts the 


Salavtion Army 
folks 
imperturbably

"When I tell you that Battery C alone 


was sending over 3000 shells a night it 
will give you some idea of how we 
were working. 
We took the horses 


near to the guns instead of leaving 
them back of the lines, because we 
were moving-- forward all the time. 


''Our battery was trained to use the 


famous French 75s because they could 
be effectively fired at SO kilometres and 
act very rapidly." Our men got some 
wonderful results from these guns. 
I 


remember one night when we were to 
harass a roadway and the two sections 
of the battery vied with each other to 
see which could make the best time. 
I remember how Corporal McGinness 
worked: how anxious he was to beat 
out other shells. He made a record of 
it that night by firing 19 shells in 26 
seconds. 
"Battery C men are so efficient that 


it has been customary to take them 
away to act as instructors of other 
units. Before I left, the battery had 
covered 100 kilometres in three days to 
keep in back of the fast-moving in- 
fantry. 
"The boys are full 
of 
confidence. 


They have "been confident from the first. 
They have well-balanced 
confidence, 


however. 
Their idea is that there is 


to be no retreat, nothing but forward 
movement. They are in France to de- 
feat the enemy and to do it as de- 
cisively as possible. 


"In the fast forward movements our 


men have been living on hardtack and 
'corned "Willie.' 
They like it and are 


thriving on it. All the men are well. 
There is no sickness among them, de- 
spite the fact that they are working 
under terrible conditions."
